GERM AN SP Y CAUGHT. 
An Atlantic Port, Feb. 
9.— Federal 
agents today continued their sensa­ 
tional spy hunt on board the Dutch 
steamer Nlew-Amsterdam, on which it 
Is rei)orted they yesterday captured a 
! German spy and disclosed Incrimin­ 
ating evidence. 
Not only will every 
person on board be subjected to an 
unusually thorough search before go­ 
ing ashore, but every case and cask 
will be opened, and inspected 
min- 
; utely. 
After twelve thin sheets of paper 


j covered with letters and figures of a 
code had been found upon him, the 
man is said to have broken down and 
confessed that he is in the pay of the 
German government and had 
come 
here in order to furnish spies now op­ 
erating in this country with the new 
code. 
He Is also said to have stated 
that he received a large sum of money 
for undertaking the mission, but refus­ 
ed to give the names of the persons 
to whom the code was to be delivered. 
The man is said to be a naturalized 
-Americ an citizen of Dutch or German 
origin. 
Since the arrival of the Xieuw' Am­ 
sterdam here on Thursday elaborate 
precautions ha\'e been taken toi pre­ 
vent German spies on 
board 
from 
smuggling papers ashore. 
Only government officers w'ere al­ 
lowed to meet the ship, and when the 
vessel docked it was guarded by 100 
sailors and marines and rope barriers 
were stretched between the passen­ 
gers leaving the ship and the persons 
waiting to meet them. 
Every person on board was thorough­ 
ly searched before he was permitted 
to pass the barriers and communi­ 
cate with those op shore and after all 
had been searched thirty-seven men 
and three women, it was stated, w'ere 
ordered detained for further question­ 
ing. 
It was among these that the 
spy was found. 
The purpose of the spy in coming 
to this country was 
to re-establish 
communication between the German 
spy system here and the German gov­ 
ernment, which had been impaired by 
the ability of American intelligence 
officers to read existing codes, it was 
reported.

Mr. Beason stated that we 
had only about two years in which to 
clean out the ticks in order to meet the 
requirements of the recently enacted 
law governing tick eradication and 
that if we begin now' it will take all 
our time to put the tick out of busi­ 
ness in Brazos county. 
It was proimsed that this matter be 
agitated throughout the county that 
the people may be reminded of the 
short time in which w'e have to rid 
our county of ticks or suffer the conse­ 
quences. 
The court was in hearty accord with 
the plan, pledging support to further 
the interest of stock raising in the 
county. The court is now contemplat­ 
ing opening the county dip vat located 
near town for the free use to the peo­ 
ple of the county, believing thaj it will 
not only be of educational value but 
a most helpful move in the tick eradi­ 
cation campaign. 
Says Mr. Beason: 
“ The consolidation of rural schools 
for educational efficiency and general 
rural betterment and the dip vat, an 
indispenslble factor in tick eradication 
and stock improvement, are alike in 
that neither, after once put into opera­ 
tion, has ever been abandoned. Doubt­ 
ers are requested to ask those using 
the dip vat what they think about it. 
It is estimated that we lose, annually, 
$75,000,000 on account of the tick. The 
depreciation, or loss, per head is from 
$4 to $6; hence we can easily deter­ 
mine our loss in Brazos county.

ALLEGED I. W. W. EXPELLED.

GERMAN SPY CAUGHT. 
An Atlantic Port, Feb. 
9.— Federal 
agents today continued their sensa­ 
tional spy hunt on board the Dutch 
steamer Niew-Amsterdam, on which it 
is reported they yesterday captured a 
German spy and disclosed incrimin­ 
ating evidence. 
Not only will every 
person on board be subjected to an 
unusually thorough search before go­ 
ing ashore, but every case and cask 
will be opened, and inspected

utely. 
After twelve thin sheets of paper 
covered with letters and figures of a 
code had been found upon him, the 
man is said to have broken down and 
confessed, that he is in the pay of the 
German government and had 
come 
here in order to furnish spies now op­

He is also said to have stated 
that he received a large sum of money 
for undertaking the mission, but refus­ 
ed to give the names of the persons 
to whom the code was to be delivered. 
The man is said to be a naturalized 
American citizen of Dutch or German 
origin. 
Since the arrival of the Nieuw Am­ 
sterdam here on Thursday elaborate 
precautions have been taken tot pre­ 
vent German spies on 
board 
from 
smuggling papers ashore. 
Only government officers were al­ 
lowed to meet the ship, and when the 
, vessel docked it was guarded by IOO 
j sailors and marines and rope barriers 
I were stretched between the passen­ 
gers leaving the ship and the persons 
waiting to meet them. 
Every person on board was thorough­ 
ly searched before he was permitted 
to pass the barriers and communi­ 
cate with those op shore and after all 
had been searched thirty-seven men 
and three women, it was stated, were 
ordered detained for further question­ 
ing.

County Agent Beason held an im­ 
portant conference with the commis­ 
sioners’ court yesterday at which there 
was discussed, among other things, the 
proposition of tick eradication in Braz­ 
os county. 
Mr. Beason stated that we 
had only about two years in which to 
clean out the ticks in order to meet the 
requirements of the recently enacted 
law governing tick eradication and 
that if we begin now it will take all 
our time to put the tick out of busi­ 
ness in Brazos county. 
It was proposed that this matter be 
agitated throughout the county that 
the people may be reminded of the 
short time in which we have to rid 
our county of ticks or suffer the conse­ 
quences. 
The court was in hearty accord with 
the plan, pledging support to further 
the interest of stock raising in the 
county. 
The court is now' contemplat­ 
ing opening the county dip vat located 
near town for the free use to the peo­ 
ple of the county, believing that it will 
not only be of educational value but 
a most helpful move in the tick eradi­ 
cation campaign. 
Says Mr. Beason: 
“ The consolidation of rural schools 
for educational efficiency and general 
rural betterment and the dip vat, an 
indispensible factor in tick eradication 
and stock improvement, are alike in 
that neither, after once put into opera­ 
tion, has ever been abandoned. Doubt­ 
ers are requested to ask those using 
the dip vat what they think about it. 
It is estimated that we lose, annually, 
$75,000,000 on account of the tick. The 
depreciation, or loss, per head is from 
$4 to $6; hence we can easily deter­ 
mine our loss in Brazos county.

A Corner in Hides and the Price of Shoes. 


A corner in hides may have something to do with the price 
of shoes. To break up the corner and force the packers to dispose 
of their vastly increased holdings at prices somewhat iii conso­ 
nance with the law of supply and demand seems to he in order. 
That the federal trade commission, which has the packers on the 
carpet and dancing ungraciously to the prodding ot francis J. 
lleney, has something of this in mind is revealed by its report 


C0,,gTheS report Cpoints^out* the increase in the slaughtering of 
cattle and calves in the United States during the last five yeais 
to be five millio one hundred thousand head, or virtually 3 
p 
cent., and holds that “such a record of food-animals ought not at 
the same time to mean that the country should be forced to pay 
abnormally high prices for leather products made from the co - 
respondingly increased take-off of hides." 
No shortage in 
ie 
world total of cattle is shown in the estimates of the International 
Institute of Agriculture up to 1916, and the ‘Big Five Chicago 
packers—Armour, Swift, Morris, Cudahy, and Wi I soil- in c leased 
their stored hides by 45 per cent during 1916 and the first half 
of 1917, savs the report, which declares that these live concerns 
are the “chief factors” in the hide market. 
While they had on 
hand January 31, 1916, a total of 88,033,193 pounds of hides, the 
amount had increased to 127,694,150 pounds July 31, 1917, and 


W° F“Stocks held by the smaller packers showed an even more 
striking increase, amounting to 83 per cent in the same period, 
although the total was only 20,086,102 pounds July 31, 1917. The 
grand total held by 275 interstate packers, including the Big 
Five’ increased from 98,980726 pounds to l ls ,780,271 pounds, 
or practically one-half. Imports of hides also were found by the 
commission to have increased in 1917 seventy per cent more 
t ti & ii in I 
2 
These great increases have been principally from Argentina, 
Brazil and Uruguay, according to the report, “where the large 
Chicago ptckers are very prominent factors in the hide business.^ 
The commission found also, say the dispatches, that 
country 
hides, which are the take-off of farmers and local butchers, are 
verv plentiful. 
It is claimed also by the commission that the 
values packers have placed on hides are much greater than the 
increase in the price they have paid for cattle. While the farmers 
received only 17 per cent more for their cattle from Swill s five 
principle plants in 1916-17, the value Swilt & Co. put on theii 
hides from the same cattle, says the report, increased 35 per 
cent. The commission reports further “phenomenal increase" in 
the leather tanning companies in 1916 are said to be from two to 
five times as large as in 1915. Although stocks of hides were found 
to be abnormally large, many tanning companies reported they 
were operating at far from capacity, and the report states that 
“it has been suggested that the prices of hides are so high that 
tanners have been keeping out of the market in the hope that 
prices would decline.” The Federal Trade Commission does not 
seem to understand why hides should be dearer and shoes cost 
more when the increase of cattle slaughtered in the last live years 
is 30 per cent, remarks the New York World, which adds by the 
way of explanation: 
“Though the commission may not understand it, an increase 
of supply is the best possible reason for putting up prices. 
Does 
any one nowadays believe that the law of supply and demand is 
allowed to operate for the benefit of the consumer? 
The recent 
announcement that the packers had more meat in storage than 
usual fooled nobody as to the possible effect in reducing prices. 
“Whether it is meat or leather or coal or ice, the announce­ 
ment of increased production is always due notice to the con­ 
sumer that the article will cost more. Has not the public already 
been cautioned that ice may be dearer next summer as a result 
of the record crop of natural ice? 
The discovery by the Trade 
Commission that the packers have both largely increased their 
stock of hides in storage and placed on it a value greatly above 


that hides are being hoarded while prices rise. A general order 
releasing hides would be a legitimate war measure. 
“Why should an increase in product be followed by an in­ 
crease in the market value? 
It is opposed to a fundamental law 
in economics. 
Of course, the excuse will be given that the de­ 
mands of the army have been great, but we should not lose sight 
of the fact that soldiers wore shoes before they entered the service. 
The total number of pairs needed is no greater than the total 
number needed two years ago. 
“The truth is, that the leather men have proved that, even 
with the lives of the people and their soldiers at stake, profiteer­ 
ing will flourish if not prevented by law. But for the timely and 
drastic action of the government sugar would be selling now at 
25 or 30 cets a pound. 
“Is leather, like cotton, sacrosanct? 
Are its exploiters a 
favored caste whom the government can not reach?” 
That the packers in forcing their corner did not propose any 
partnership with the producers of country hides is revealed by 
the increase in the “spread,” the technical term for the diffeience 
iii price of country and packer hides -T he “spread,” a year or 
so age* was 2 t o 2 1-2 cents. 
Now, the commission points out, 
it is ten cents—Local butchers are receiving only 13 1-2 cents 
for their hides, which is very disproportionate to the prices quoted 
in Chicago for packer hides. Country butchers cannot combine 
to force just prices. The packers by creating a corner, can say 
to them: “You will take what we offer or let your hides rot.” 
On the other hand, owning the bulk of the hides they can tell 
the tanner, “You will pay what we ask or do without.” 
The 
tanner will pass it on to the leather goods manufacturer and he to 
the consumer, resulting for example, in high prices for shoes, 
as far as the leather proposition has anything to do with it. 
Perhaps the trade commission may be able to break the corner, 
even by breaking the packers in the process. 
Such profiteering 
should not be tolerated, particularly in these times, when all 
tradesmen are urged to reduce profits to the minimum and such 
a large number are responding. For the good of the country the 
holders of the hide corner ought to be compelled to turn loose.

One year 
old trees carefully planted in a suit 
able place would give best results if 
properly cultivated and pruned. Fruit 
trees will not stand “ wet feet,” hence 
they should be planted on well drain­ 
ed land free from cotton root rot. 
Mr. Parks gave a most interesting 
lecture on ridding the farm of chinch 
bugs, not the kind that used to bother 
at night, but the kind that is menacing 
the corn crop. 
“ Swat” this bug in 
the weak place. 
How? 
W here? It 
was stated that one killed now was 
equal to 250,00 in September- 
The 
chinch bug is now hiding in sage 
and other grass found along the turn 
row and other places in the field, 
and In one such bun< h of grass there 
mav be found enough bugs to contami­ 
nate one whole corn field. This grass 
should be burned, land ploughed up, 
and corn fields encircled with two 
or three rows of sorghum which the 
chincli hug loves and on which it 
would stop on its Journey to corn 
field. 
Mr. .\libright from state department 
of agriculture, mentioned some of the 
activities connected with his depart­ 
ment, saying he would be glad to re­ 
turn at some future time and discuss 
such questions as the people might 
be intere.sted in.

A. M. Waldrop. J. S. Doane and S. E. 
Eberstadt. 
With the 
exception 
of 
Marlin, Falls county, Brazos county 
was the only one between Waco and 
Houston which was represented at 
the meeting. 
O thers seat proxies, hut 
as these proxies were not recognized 
unless borne *by a delegate from the 
county they represented, 
Robertson, 
Grimes, Washington and other coun­ 
ties had no vote in the meetings. The 
importance of having physical repre­ 
sentation at the meeting was demon­ 
strated in more than one way, particu­ 
larly in the settling of routes. 
The King of trails extends 
from 
W in n ip e g , Canada, to W aco, and there 
branches to San Antonio, Laredo and 
into Mexico, and through Bryan 
to 
Galveston. 
Hon. N. Balkemo, a na­ 
tional vice-president of the association 
from Iowa, stated that this w as^the 
best advertised highway in the United 
States because it bas been marked all 
the way. 
Dr. W. W. Brown of P ar­ 
sons, Kansas is the president and was 
present at the m eetings, and Frank 
K. Davis of K ansas City is the secre­ 
tary, who was also there. 
In the organization of the Texas as­ 
sociation Judge W. S. W are of Hills­ 
boro was elected president, W. 
A. 
Barlow of Taylor is first vice-presi­ 
dent, George W. Hawkins of Houston

Houghton of Tem ple is secretary and 
a vice-president was elected for each

T rails runs, Brazos county being repre­ 
sented by O. S. Johnson, president of 
the county association and of the com ­ 
m ercial club.

At that m eeting the plans of the 
Texas organization will be fully formu­ 
lated and the route controversies in 
the various counties settled.

at tim es, but in the course of which 
he spoke of the bond issues for good 
roads authorized in different Texas 
counties. 
He said that bond buyers 
arc urging prompt sale even at a loss, 
against which he advised, saying that 
the secretary of agriculture, through 
the United States highway department 
and the state highway commis.-ion, is 
working on the proposition of the es­ 
tablishm ent of m ilitary highways be 
tween main points in the country.

Fruit 
trees will not stand "w et feet,” hence 
they should be planted on well drain­ 
ed land free from cotton root rot. 
Mr. Parks gave a most interesting 
lecture on ridding the farm of chinch 
bugs, not the kind that used to bother 
at night, but the kind that is menacing 
the corn crop. 
"Sw at" this bug in 
the weak place.

was stated that one killed now was

chinch bug is now hiding in sage 
and other grass found along the turn 
row aud other places in the field, 
and in one such bunch of grass there 
may be found enough bugs to contam i­ 
nate one whole corn field.

The president of the United States 


has made a call ui*on the school teach­ 


ers of the country to aid In the g reat 
task of m aking and perfecting the 


army of the United S lates which 1s to 
fig ht its battles in the preservation 
of our own freeiloin and winnhig free­ 
dom for the rest of the world. 
Not 
only the battles to be fought at the 
front, hut the Industrial, financial and 
econom ic battles that are to he foug ht 
at hom e as the main stay of the army 
on the fig hting front. 
For the selection of the men In the 
draft ag e who are best fitted for this 
hom e work, the I'restdent has issued a 
call to the school teachers of the coun­ 
try to 
lend their services in finding 
them . 
The president’s letters to the 
teacher.s. whi4'h fully explains the na­ 
ture of the service they are to render, 
follow s: 
"The su ccess of the selective service 
sy stem has been larg ely duo to the re 
llance 
that has been placed 
on the 
co-operation of all citlien s in 
its e xe­ 
cution. 
In the reg istration, the elec­ 
tion officers of the several states were 
called upon to perform a specific task 
and they performed it unanim ously 
and efficiently , 
1 .utterly . I have had 
occasion to call 
phy sicians of the country to siM'cific 
duties and they have responded In a 
solid rank. 
The tim e has now com e 
when the teachers of the country can 
perforin a very necessary task and I 
have no doubt that they will respond 
in the sam e manner. 
“ The process of classification of all 
m en within the field of selection is 
proceeding rapidly. 
It becom es n eces­ 
sary to carry forward with this pro­ 
cess, the m aking of a very com plete 
index which shall accurately locate 
any specially qualified man am ong the 
ten m illions of our enrollm ent lists. 
The local boards are so over-burdened 
with the work of classification that 
this task cannot be put upon them , 
and y et the n ecessities of the nation 
require that it be performed with the 
g reatest possible dispati h and accur­ 
acy . 
This duty can be performed best 
by the teachers of the various com ­ 
m unities. 
Under authority conferred 
upon me by the selective service law 
I therefore call upon all teachers to

The president of tho Toited States 
has made a call upon the school teach­ 
ers of the country to aid in tile gn at 
task of making and perfecting the 
army of the United States which is to 
fight its battles in the preservation 
of our own freedom and winning free­ 
dom for the rest of the world. 
Not 
only the battles to be fought at the 
front, but the Industrial, financial and 
economic battles that are to be fought 
at home as the main stay of the army 
on the fighting front. 
For the selection of the men In the 
draft age who are best fitted for tills 
home work, the President has issued a 
call to tile school teachers of the coun­ 
try to lend their services in finding 
them. 
The president's letters to the 
teachers, which fully explains the na­ 
ture of the service they are to render, 
follows: 
•’The success of the selective service 
system has been largely due to the re­ 
liance that has Wen placed on the 
co-operation of all oitixens in its exe 
culion. 
In the registration, the elec­ 
tion officers of tile several states were 
called upon to perform a specific task 
and they performed it unanimous!' 
and efficiently, 
latterly. I have had 
occasion to call the lawyers and the 
physicians of the country to specific 
duties and they have responded in a 
solid rank. 
The time has now come 
when the teachers of the country can 
perform a very necessary task and I 
have no doubt that they will respond 
in the same manner. 
“The process of classification of all 
men within the field of selection is 
proceeding rapidly. It becomes neces­ 
sary to carry forward with this pro­ 
cess, the making of a very complete 
index which shall accurately locate 
any specially qualified man among the* 
ten millions of our enrollment lists. 
The local boards are so over-burdened 
with the work of classification that 
this task cannot be put upon them, 
and yet tile necessities of the nation 
require that it be performed with the 
greatest possible dispatch and accur­ 
acy. This duty can be performed best
